Columbia, S.C.-Today, following the release of the Census Bureau’s data, the Senate Judiciary 

Committee’s Redistricting Subcommittee will have South Carolina’s congressional and State 

Senate districts’ population statistics available for public access in an Excel spreadsheet on its 

website at https://redistricting.scsenate.gov. 

 

The subcommittee concludes its series of initial public hearings to receive information concerning 

communities of interest around the State and interests to be considered in drawing State Senate 

and S.C. Congressional districts at Aiken Technical College from 6:30-8:30 p.m. today, August
